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Paralympic Games bring spectacular sights to the borough

WORLD eyes are again focussing on Weymouth and 
Portland as it welcomes a second influx of international 
sailors for the 2012 Paralympic Games sailing events. 

Those sailors have been surging over the waves in Port¬ 
land Harbour with the main sailing competition reaching 
its climax today (Thursday) with Medal Day. 

Crowds gathered to welcome the English flame for the 
Paralympics last week since when people have been 
packing out a variety of Maritime Mix and b-side art and 
cultural events being held in association with the sailing. 

One of the highlights was Creating the Spectacle, an 
amazing underwater live art event held at Osprey Leisure 
Centre, Portland, where disabled artist Sue Austin pro¬ 
duced an incredible underwater display in a wheelchair 
as part of the London 2012 Cultural Olympiad. 

Those unable to attend the live event were able to watch 
film of her inside the ICCI dome which continues its pop¬ 
ular run near Weymouth Pavilion. 

Other attractions ranged from babygrows created by 
teenagers and young parents to telepathic drawing exper¬ 
iments and the spectacular sounds of Harmonic Fields 
where Bowers Quarry on Portland was used to create

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ALTHOUGH from Clevedon in North Somerset, 
actor Stuart McLoughlin has spent his whole 
summer in Lyme Regis performing the popular 
Shanty Theatre Company's hit show"The Rime of 
the Ancient Mariner" at the Marine Theatre. 

He is now looking forward to returning to play 
all six wives of Henry VIII in his latest comedy. 

Stuart may also be recognised from his televi¬ 
sion appearances, the most prominent of which 
was his role in the 2008 comedy series "Clone". 


• WHEN did you first become interested in acting? 

I suppose when I was about 16 or so. It seemed a good 
way to meet girls and to show off to people. I think I had 
always been acting really, without knowing I was doing 
it. 

• WHERE did you train? 

At the Royal Welsh College of Music and Drama in 
Cardiff. Harry Long, one of the founder members of the 
Shanty Theatre Company and MarineTheatre artistic di¬ 
rector, was on my course and we became great mates 
there. 

I'm delighted to be returning there on September 27th 
to perform "Henry". 

• WHY did you want to play "The Six Wives of Henry 
VIII"? 

It all started when I saw a portrait of Henry VIII in Hever 
Castle on a day trip. He looked exactly like my friend 
Howard. Howard and I had worked together quite a bit 
before this and we were always looking for a new show 
that we could do together. So I jokingly suggested to 
him that he play Henry VIII and I play all the wives. He 
went very quiet and I could see he was taking the idea 
seriously. Three years later we had written the show and 
were performing it. 

I suppose I was initially attracted to playing the wives 
because of the obvious comedy value. But as I began to 
look into the stories of each of the wives, I discovered 
that they're all very different and their relationships with 
Henry were so varied and complicated that there 
seemed to be the capacity for some pathos too. 

The cruelty they suffered at the hands of Henry, the 
man they loved, is incredibly moving. So there was a line 
between humour and pathos that I really relished in the 
writing, and relish every time we perform the show. 

• WHAT can the audience expect from the show? 

To laugh, hopefully, and hear some fun, toe-tapping 
songs. While I wouldn't suggest coming to brush up on 
your knowledge of Tudor history, there is quite a lot in 
there. It's not recommended for children though - we've 
suggested 12 years plus. There's some quite bawdy hu¬ 
mour... those Tudors were pretty naughty! 

• WERE you pleased with the local reaction to your 



latest Shanty Theatre Company show? 

I was really chuffed with the response. On the whole it 
was a joyful project to be involved with. Everyone 
seemed to really enjoy the show. The Shanty Theatre 
Company is one of the best companies I've ever worked 
with and I love the community spirit in their work. 

• WHAT do you like about working at the Marine 
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Theatre? 

I love all the staff and volunteers who are always so 
friendly and welcoming. It really feels like a home away 
from home for me. It feels warm and comfortable, and 
is a very creative and vibrant place for me. And of course, 
working with Tim Bell and Harry Long, the fantastic artis¬ 
tic directors and founders of the Shanty Theatre Com¬ 
pany. 

• WHAT is your favourite role that you have played? 

That's difficult. It changes all the time, as I enjoy every 
role I do more than the last one. I very much enjoy play¬ 
ing Hermit Crabbe in "The Rime of The Ancient Mariner" 
and Ann of Cleves in "The Six Wives of Henry VIII". 

When you write something and then perform it, your 
sense of satisfaction is much bigger as you have really 
created the character for yourself. So I'd say those two 
right now. 

• WHO is your inspiration? 

That's a tough one. They change all the time. In terms of 
music I'd have to say Joni Mitchell, whose style, delivery 
and writing has changed so dramatically over the years. 
She's constantly reinvented herself, which I think is a true 
mark of genius. 

In terms of acting, I'm a massive fan of Michael Fass- 
bender. He's just brilliant in everything he's in, which is 
pretty inspirational. 

• WHAT is the last book you read, film you watched 
and CD you listened to? 

The last book I read was "An Evil Cradling" by Brian 
Keenan, all about his years as a hostage in Lebanon. I 
couldn't put it down. The last film I saw was "Snow White 
and the Huntsman". It was absolutely terrible. Truly, truly 
dire! The last CD I listened to was "Helplessness Blues" 
by Fleet Foxes - one of my favourite albums of all time. 

• WHAT three items would you like with you if 
stranded on a desert island? 

Can I have a boat and two oars? If not I'd like a guitar, a 
ukulele and umm... a machine that makes sand into a 
boat and two oars! 

• WHICH three people would you invite to your 
dream dinner party? 

I'd invite Joni Mitchell, Neil Gaiman and The Beatles (they 
count as one person don't they?). 

"The Six Wives of Henry VIM" (pictured above) will be 
performed at the Marine Theatre in Lyme Regis on 
Thursday, September 6th, at Dorchester Arts Centre 
on Friday 7th and at Bridport Arts Centre on Satur¬ 
day 8th.

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Man dies following head injury 


DETECTIVES in Weymouth are appealing 
for anyone with information to come forward 
following the death of a man in the Mel- 
combe Regis area of the town - with investi¬ 
gators keen to establish the full 
circumstances. 

The incident occurred on Turton Street, 
near to the Duke of Albany public house at 
around 8pm on Sunday 2 September 2012. 

The victim, a 44-year-old man from Wey¬ 
mouth, was seen to fall over in the street. He 


sustained a life threatening injury to his head, 
he later died in hospital. 

A 25-year-old man from Weymouth has 
been arrested in connection with the incident 
and is helping the police with their enquiries. 

Detective Inspector Stewart Dipple of Wey¬ 
mouth CID, said: “This is a very sad incident 
and we are keen to establish the facts. 

“I understand that there were several people 
in the vicinity who may have seen what hap¬ 
pened and the events prior to the man sustain¬ 


ing his injuries. 

“We would very much like to speak to any¬ 
one who has any information that may help 
us determine exactly what happened.” 

The coroner and next of kin have been in¬ 
formed.

Blowing in the wind

ONE of the most memo¬ 
rable attractions the island 
has ever staged is literally 
blowing in the wind on 
Portland. 

Harmonic Fields set up in 
Bowers Quarry is the quite 
extraordinary creation of 
French composer Pierre 
Sauvegeot who has har¬ 
nessed more than 500 in¬ 
struments to be played by 
the wind. 

Structures hum and res¬ 
onate, producing notes 
which seem to hang in the 
air as wind breaths through 


flutes, gourd-like objects 
and cellos or turns mecha¬ 
nisms to strike drums or 
other instruments. 

Using this natural energy 
breathes life into the or¬ 
chestra, creating a sym¬ 
phonic soundscape that is 
unique to each visitor as 
they take a one mile sen¬ 
sory journey with spectacu¬ 
lar coastal views. 

Harmonic Fields is part of 


the Inside Out Dorset Fes¬ 
tival and core funded by 
Arts Council England and 
Dorset County Council. 

It is a reaction against 
decibels and megawatts, 
against the contemporary 
world which constantly 
bombards with new noises 
and unnecessary sound 
until people can no longer 
listen. 

Sounds from Harmonic 


Fields are quiet and come at 
their own pace, like waves 
on the seashore, with music 
in its simplest, most primal 
form. 

Pierre said: “It was a very 
pleasant project to work on. 
I came here in November to 
scout four sites and I chose 
this one as the best for a lot 
of reasons including secu¬ 
rity, access and artistic cre¬ 
ation. 

“It is a solution not a 
compromise. I hate com¬ 
promise.” 

Bill Gee, co-artistic direc¬ 


tor for the Inside Out 
Dorset festival which is 
being staged by Activate 
Performing Arts, said: “I 
am so happy that it feels 
just right for this place. 

“It feels very specific for 
the quarry, the footpath and 
Portland and that is exactly 
what we wanted when we 
first saw it.” 

Harmonic Fields will mn 
until Sunday September 9 th 
and will be open each day 
from noon until 7pm. Visi¬ 
tors should allow at least an 
hour to enjoy it. 



Wettest summer since records began 


WEYMOUTH has just had its wettest 
summer since records began in 1880. 

Weatherman Bob Poots said the pre¬ 
vious record of 291.4mm set in 1960 
was smashed by this year's downpours 
when an incredible 343mm of rain 
drenched Weymouth. 

August underlined the summer pat¬ 
tern with 74.2mm which was well above 
the average rainfall of 47.8mm for the 
month, the greatest rainfall of 29.2mm 
coming on Carnival Day. 

When Mr Poots checked the records 
he not only found that this brought 
rainfall for the year to 612.9mm or 
191.3mm above average but that the 
exceptional new summer rainfall 
record was 2.6 times greater than rain¬ 
fall for an average summer. 

For all that, the sun only failed to 
shine on just two days during August 
and, despite the rain, sunshine levels 
for the month were about 208 hours, 


just 11 hours below average. 

It brought sunshine for the year so 
far to 1,346 hours and 36 minutes or 
42 hours and eight minutes below av¬ 
erage. 

Fog was noted on August 18th and 
19th while ground frost was recorded 
overnight between 30th and 31st. 
The strongest gust of wind at 32mph 
came on August 29th. 

Temperatures for August were a mix 
with the average maximum down 0.1 
Centigrade at 20.2, the average mini¬ 
mum up 1.8C at 15C, the average 
mean up 0.5C at 17.6C and the aver¬ 
age sea temperature down 1.5C at 
16C. 

Seasonal temperatures were largely 
below average with the maximum 
down 1C at 18.5C, minimum up 0.8C 
at 13.4C, the average mean down 0.1 C 
at 15.9C and the average sea temper¬ 
ature down 2.4C at 13.6C.

There were concerts and surprise choir appearances in 
buses and pubs and tomorrow (fri) will see morris danc¬ 
ing with Dinosaurs Not Allowed while dance groups will 
be at the Jubilee Clock where they will perform tomor¬ 
row and on Saturday, September 8 th . 

The grand finale will be a national event Bandstand 
Marathon this Sunday (September 9th) lunchtime with 
local bands joining in the concert by playing near the Ju¬ 
bilee Clock followed by the colourful Moving Tides chil¬ 
dren’s procession which had to be rescheduled from an 
earlier Olympic date ruined by the weather. 

Weymouth and Portland Mayor Councillor Margaret 
Leicester said: “The Paralympic Games are really inspir¬ 
ing and it is a great honour for us to stage the sailing 
events. 

“It is wonderful to see the effort competitors have made 
to take part and it will hopefully put the spotlight on dis¬ 
abled people and show just what a valuable part of the 
community they are.”

NATIONALLY famous disabled artist Sue Austin per¬ 
formed an amazing underwater wheelchair ballet (pictured 
on the front page) at Osprey Leisure Centre on Portland. 

Her Creating the Spectacle performance formed part of 
the Maritime Mix London 2012 festival of the Cultural 
Olympiad for the Paralympic Games. 

She took to Osprey’s swimming pool in a specially 
adapted NHS wheelchair complete with two underwater 
thrusters, two specially created frontal hydroplanes and a 
third at the rear. 

Sue then staged an improvised live art performance 
through sharply lit water, everything being visible live to a 
poolside audience who could see her graceful performance 
on screen. 

She was accompanied by seven-year-old Annabel Burton, 
whose father is an underwater cameraman, in a perform¬ 
ance which was warmly applauded by the audience. 

Sue said: “This was a dream come true for me. This com¬ 
mission to create work for the Cultural Olympiad means 
that I am able to take ideas that I have had privately on to 
a national and international stage. 

“We did have a problem with one fin breaking but we 
went ahead with the performance to inspire and excite peo¬ 
ple to attempt things they might otherwise not have tried. 
People are saying - if you can do that I can do anything.” 

Among those at the performance was flame ambassador 
Ian White who said: “It was impressive.” 

Spectacle project manager Andrea Frankham-Hughes 
said: “This was completely groundbreaking and two years 
in the making. 

“The wheelchair was specially developed round an idea 
by Sue who brought it and the thrusters to my husband, 
Bob, and asked him to turn her fantasy into reality. 

“The result was breathtaking. I find it quite emotional to 
watch. It brings a tear to my eye no matter how many times 
I see it because she looks so graceful despite it requiring a 
lot of effort from her. It is stunning. 

“This was also a big team effort involving a lot of local 
people from Osprey to local dive companies, all of whom 
we are deeply grateful to.” 

Film showing Sue in the Red Sea off Egypt was later 
shown in the ICCI360 dome near Weymouth Pavilion.

It 
is everything that we 
wanted to happen when 
we bid for the Games,

Lord Coe said it was a 
wonderful opportunity to 
encourage young people 
with sport which would 
bear fruit throughout their 
lives and the lives of their 
children.

Attractive... 
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... but deadly 


I AUSTRALIAN 
cuttlefish 


A UNIQUE new breeding pro¬ 
gramme for one of the marine 
world’s biggest show-offs has been 
set up in Weymouth. 

The new facility has already 
hatched and reared six flamboyant 
cuttlefish, dubbed the “rock stars” of 
the oceans. 

The tiny Australian cephalopods - 
relatives of octopus and squid - can 
put on an amazing lightshow, flash¬ 
ing through an astonishing range of 
colours with the aid of millions of 
tiny ink-sacs in their skin. 

Weymouth marine expert Chris 
Brown said: “They use their colour¬ 
changing abilities to communicate 
with each other and also to provide 
perfect camouflage in tropical reefs.” 

Some of the Weymouth hatchlings 
will go to the Brighton Sea Life Cen¬ 
tre where scientists are engaged in 
long-term research of cuttlefish cam¬ 


ouflage skills. 

Even the Ministry of Defence has 
been taking a keen interest in the 
Government-sponsored research. 
Computer programmes based on cut¬ 
tlefish colour-shifting techniques 
may one day be employed by mili¬ 
tary vehicles to help them adopt the 
ideal camouflage for any terrain. 

Chris said: “It sounds far-fetched, 
but similar technology is already 
being employed in the advertising in¬ 
dustry and it’s not beyond the realms 
of possibility that it could provide fu¬ 
ture tanks with the equivalent of 
Harry Potter’s “cloak of invisibil¬ 
ity”.” 

He added that Sea Life’s objective 
was simply to provide as many of its 
40-plus aquariums worldwide with 
stunning captive-bred display crea¬ 
tures. 

He said: “Our long-term aim is to 


only source captive bred animals and 
alleviate the need for display crea¬ 
tures to be taken from the wild.” 

Weymouth’s marine experts are 
taking care to avoid ever handling 
the flamboyant cuttlefish as their 
skin contains a potentially lethal 
toxin. 

Chris said: “This may serve as a 
deterrent to potential predators, but 
nobody really knows why they have 
this poison or what if anything it is 
used for.” 

The eggs came from London’s 
Horniman Museum Aquarium which 
has successfully bred flamboyant 
cuttlefish for the first time in the UK. 

There is also much anticipation at 
the Weymouth breeding centre as an¬ 
other species - the Indonesian dwarf 
cuttlefish is currently also laying 
eggs.

Just singing along! Making a mint - from the 

carelessness of others 


DRUNKS are wonderful creations who feel the 
world has no greater setting for their voice than 
3am in the morning. 

I favour the school of thought that a bucket of 
water not applause is the correct response, but 
there are degrees of drinking so there must be de¬ 
grees of response. 

Take the other day in the middle of a St Mary 
Street afternoon where a busker was plying his 
trade. 

Nothing wrong with that, but he attracted a 
group of men who, while they weren't drunk, had 
clearly been having one or three pints judging by 
the wave of beery breath being fanned over 
passers by. 

Like the 3am drunk, this group of would-be min¬ 
strels suddenly felt a street guitarist was the ideal 
backing to show shoppers just how well they 
could sing and they lost no time in belting out a 
number or two. 

I'm sure nearby shops would have coughed up a 
few pounds if only for the pleasure of seeing them 
move on, but no one else wanted to give them 
anything except perhaps advice that they should¬ 
n't give up their day job. 

Still, they seemed cheerful enough....although 
that may have been the alcohol singing. 


A ONE man’s “business” was so successful 
in Weymouth that it literally cashed in on the 
Olympics. 

Other traders were driven to despair at the 
start of the Games when crowds stayed 
away in droves before frantic publicity and 
changes to road signs rescued the situation 
and brought in hoardes of spectators. 

It was still not enough to save trading fig¬ 


ures for many shops, kiosks and outlets, but 
this man’s enterprise was raking in cash 
hand over fist. 

So what was the secret of his success? 

Well, all he seemed to need was a metal 
detector because the source of his wealth 
was coins dropped by tens of thousands of 
people attending beach events over the 
Olympic period. 


I stood and watched him for a while and he 
couldn’t move forward a single yard without 
stopping to fish a coin out of the sand. 

He must have found several dozen just 
while I was watching so over an hour it 
clearly added up to what looked like a pretty 
hefty profit. 

I wonder if he’d be willing to chip in a few 
quid to help with the Bayside fiasco? 


Skateboarders should get quieter wheels! 


NOBODY would criticise the Olympics for 
generating an upsurge in cycling but disgmntled 
sleepers - including myself - are less happy 
with an increase in skateboarding. 

It is all well and good to be inspired to keep 
fit on mbber wheels and quite another to take 
to the pavement on something which sounds 
like an oil drum half filled with ball bearings 
being rolled down a hill. 

There is also another factor to consider with 
this. 


People have to get to work in the morning so 
sleepers must expect an increase in traffic from 
about 6am, but a car arrives and is gone in sec¬ 
onds, scarcely disturbing a sleeper, while a cy¬ 
clist is almost completely silent. Then we come 
to the skateboarder. 

I reckon the one which came past us the other 
morning at 6.10am could be heard grinding 
along the pavement a full 20 seconds before 
they got close to our house followed by several 
seconds going by and another 20 seconds be¬ 


fore they mercifully went round a corner. 

That’s 40 odd seconds of aural torture which 
was easily long enough to fully wake me up and 
probably most of the street as well. 

Surely to God skateboarders have access to 
rubberised wheels or wheels made of some 
compound which is a little easier on the early 
morning ear. If so, then those who go out on a 
skateboard at such an early hour should be en¬ 
couraged to buy them for the sake of the rest of 
us who have to listen to their grating passage.

lost to Poole Town 142 all out by 2 runs 

SEVEN runs from victory and with three wickets 
standing it looked like Dorchester would finish a 
disappointing season on a high note. 

But Sean Fitzgerald (15) was caught behind by 
Dave Miller off Jamie Thomas (3-22) and with 
James Dunham (0) and Pete Tucker (1) taking 
Miller's total victims to five, Dorchester fell two 
runs short. 

The county town had earlier bowled out Poole 
Town for 142 to give themselves a chance of fin¬ 
ishing in the top half of the table, with some 
good opening bowling, from Will Caldwell (2-28 
off ten overs) and particularly Dunham who re¬ 
turned brilliant figures of 2-11 from ten overs.

Scrum down: The rugby season preview with Keith Jenkin 


BACK in mid-February DORCHESTER, were hav¬ 
ing a pretty useful season and lying in the top 
flight of the Southern Counties (South) Division. 

At that juncture I felt that they were not promo¬ 
tion candidates. North Dorset did seem to be the 
stand out side in the division, with Sherborne 
likely to fill the play off spot. 

To say that Sherborne imploded during the run 
in wasa real understatement. They lost their final 
three league games and Dorchester enjoyed a 
good end to their campaign, finally pipping them 
at the post by virtue of the fact that they had won 
more games, while being equal with them on 
points. They then travelled to Windsor and lost 
the play off by a couple of scores. 

To be honest, I did not think that they had the 
strength in depth to make a mark in the South 
West Division One (East) had they been pro¬ 
moted, but I do see them, under the captaincy of 
Dave Gower, with Carl Mitchell as his vice, contin¬ 
uing to be a force in the Southern Counties Divi¬ 
sion. 

The Dorchester second side, after a pretty ordi¬ 
nary 2010/11 season, were relegated to the 
Dorset & Wilts League Division Three (South), 


something that would not have pleased them 
overmuch. Credit to them, for they bounced back 
at the first attempt, winning the division, and will 
now again compete in division two. One of my 
pet theories continues to be that a successful first 
side invariably achieves its success on the back of 
a successful second side, and I am sure that if 
Dorchester seconds continue to prosper then its 
first side will also do so. 

Just down the road, WEYMOUTH enjoyed a sea¬ 
son that many will envy. Of the twenty two 
games they played in the Dorset & Wilts League 
Division One (South), they won nineteen and col¬ 
lected bonus points for scoring four tries in most 
of them. April saw them win the division by the 
massive margin of 23 points, and secure the 
County Junior Cup into the bargain, with a place 
in the Southern Counties Division being their re¬ 
ward. 

I know that the gap in standard between the 
two divisions is a substantial one, but I do believe 
that Weymouth have the ability to make the 
grade. They have pace out wide, a useful mid 
field, with Shepherd pulling the strings at ten. 
Their lineout is adequate, but they could, I think, 


do with a bit more strength in depth up front. 

Julian Quick continues in the captaincy, with 
Joe Gibson remaining as his vice, and most of last 
year's squad remain available. I have for some 
time believed Weymouth to be the sleeping gi¬ 
ants of local rugby. Signs are that they are emerg¬ 
ing from that role. 

Much credit is due to the club's second side. For 
several years it toddled along in the Dorset & 
Wilts League Division Three (South), winning a 
few and losing a few, and generally enjoying it¬ 
self. 

Another sign of Weymouth's progress was the 
fact that last season the club entered a third team 
in the league. Although it did not win too many 
medals, it soldiered on and will be better for the 
experience. 

PUDDLETOWN will most certainly view the 
forthcoming season with some optimism. With 
hindsight they would have been pretty happy 
with last season's league campaign when they 
ended up in the fourth place of the Dorset & Wilts 
League Division Two (South), just one place 
above Weymouth seconds. 

They achieved this without the services of in¬ 


fluential number eight forward and club captain, 
Paul Chidley who was forced to sit out the entire 
season with an injury. He makes a welcome re¬ 
turn to the fold and, although he retains the club 
captaincy, the on-field role continues to be in the 
hands of midfielder Yeatman. A wise decision this, 
for it will take the pressure off Chidley as he re¬ 
gains match fitness. 

All of last season's squad are available, and, with 
one or two newcomers to add to the mix, they 
could well promotion candidates. 

PREVIEW 

WHATEVER else, WEYMOUTH have not been al¬ 
lowed to "get their feet under the table" in the 
Southern Counties (South) division, for their ini¬ 
tial game sees them entertain near neighbours 
DORCHESTER. 

The county town side narrowly lost a promo¬ 
tion play off last April and, although I did not re¬ 
gard them as promotion candidates for much of 
the season, league tables do not lie. They were 
certainly a top flight side last term, and I think 
that they will remain one throughout the coming 
season. 


This local derby takes place at Weymouth and 
will provide some early spice to the new season. 
I do not see either side gaining a stranglehold at 
the set piece, but the home side should beware 
of the Dorchester back three and their ability to 
run wayward kicks back. Their first up tackling will 
have to be sure also. 

For the life of me I cannot see Weymouth open¬ 
ing their league campaign with a win, although I 
think it will be a good contest. 

As to the second sides, they, together with 
PUDDLETOWN, begin their respective league 
programmes on September 15th. I do believe 
however that there are some friendlies taking 
place on Saturday next.
